The Shot Fired While He Stood in 
Front of a Mirror. 


HEAVY FINANCIAL LOSSES THOUGHT 


TO HAVE UNBALANCED HIS MIND. 


He Made Preparation for Death by Hav- 
ing a New Will Drawn Up Last 
Wednesday Night—His Losses inCon- 
sequence of the Gleason Real Estate 
Co.'s Financial Embarrassment — 
Eketch of the Deceased. 


Maj. John C. Lullman, real estate broker, 
financial agent and capitalist, committed 
suicide this morning at 9:30a. m. by shoot- 
ing himself through the head 
with a g8-caliber revolver at his 
home, 110i North Cardinal avenue. 

For the past two weeks Maj, Lullman has 
been restiess and unsettled and although he 
has never hinted at suicide, his friends were 
afraid that something of the kind would 
occur. Two months ago Luliman made a 

‘ will, Mr. Emil A. Becker drawing it up. Last 
Wednesday night Mr. Lullman called on Mr. 
Becker and had him draw a new will. 
He refused to wait until the following morn- 
ing, and insisted that Mr. Becker make cer- 
tain changes in the old will then and there. 
Mr. Becker did as requested, drawing a new 
will the following day, which Mr. Lullman 
had attested and properly witnessed last 
Friday. Last night he talked about financial 
troubles to his family, but did not 
threaten his life. This morning he 
arose about s o’clock and ordered breakfast, 
stating he would eat about ¥ o’clock. He then 
took a bath and dressed himself carefully in 
Diack as though going toa reception of some 
kind,and when called to breakfast afew 
minutes after 9said he would be down in a 
few minutes. 
TOOK DELIBERATE AIM. 

Miss Loretta, the eldest daughter, who had 
assisted in the preparation of breakfast for 
her father, then went up stairs 
to see what detained him. She 


looked into his room and failing to see him 
called apa. As she did a shot was heard 
in the bath room, which is on the same floor, 
Dut a room removed from his bedroom. The 
daughter instantly divined the cause of the 
shot, uttered a shriek and ran down stairs 
in time to tell the family. 

Death was immediate. The shrieks ofthe 
family caused the neighbors to pour in, 
and Maj. 0. Guthrie, an old friend 
of Lallman’s went for Dr. Hawley on Easton 
avenue, near Cardinal. When the doctor ar- 
rived he pronounced Mr. Lullman dead, stat- 
ing that death was instantaneous. 

he preparations for the suicide had been 
complete. Luilman, after dressing himself. 
had gone into the bathroom and arranged 
himself directly in front ofa mirror hanging 
over the tab, and placing the revolver to 
his temple to sure pulled the 
trigger. As he fell the revolver 
slipped from his grasp and dropped into the 
Dath tub and the first spurt of blood from the 
wound fell onthe railing about it. Except to 
sink intoa heap he never moved after the 
When friends arrived he was found 
doubled upon the floor as though he had 
fallen to his knees and then dropped for- 
ward, dis head leaning against the.bath tub. 
The body Was straightened out so that it 
would not stiffen and allowed to remain until 
it was taken charge of by the under- 
taker. Immediately after the arrival of the 
neighbors word was telephoned to Charles 
H. Gleason, Emil A. Becker and August 
Gehner, who arrived and assumed control of 
afvairs. 

MADE A NEW WILL. 

Mr. Becker, who was the first to arrive, 
stated that while he knew that Lullman bad 
had financial losses he had never dreamt of 
him committing suicide. ‘‘Il might have 
known — was going to 
happen, said Mr. Recker, when I drew his 
will, I drew one two months ago for him and 
last Wednesday night he insisted on anew 
one. He came to my house at night and in- 
sisted thatI ao it at once. He refused to 
Walt and I took the oid will and altered it to 
— and drew a new one from it the next 

ay. 

FINANOTAL Loss THE CAUSE. 

The cause of the suicide, according to the 
friends of the dead man in real estate circles, 
was financial troubles and the loss of about 
$40,000. When the firm of Gleason & Co. de- 


came involved, Maj. Lullman told an inti- 
mate friend that he lost $35,000 through the 
firm. Inis seemed to worry him considera- 
bly, and a few days ago he applied to August 
Gehner to ask his advice about a $2,600 note 
which was due and on q@hich he was 
the indorser. Mr. Gehner advised him 
to pay it, as it was only N 
Small amount. This Maj. Lullman said he 
did not care to do, although at the time he 
had plenty of cash, and the payment of the 
note would not have embarrassed him in the 
least. Forthe past three Sunday mornings 
Allman was noticed sitting on the steps of 
the Haynes Realty company’s office as early 
as8o'’clock. Mr. Emil A. cker, who was 
formerly a member of Gleason * Co., and 
who drew Maj. Luliman’s will, has an office 
inthe building, and it was supposed that it 
was Mr. Becker, for whom he was waiting. 
Mis troubles have caused him to drink 
a little of late. The suicide is not attributed 
to this, however, but to insanity caused by 
the loss ot money. It was not thought for 
some time that Lullman had lost much on 
Gleason until he stated that he was out $35,000 
on his paper. The fact was brought out in 
courtthat he held a chattel mortgage on the 
househola and office effects of Mr. Gleason

GOLD OVER THE COUNTERS. 


The Order Issued From the Treasury De- 
partment to Sub-Treasuries. 
WasHInoTor, D. O., Aug. 21.—Orders have 
been issued by the Treasury Department -to 
all Sub-Treasuries to pay out gold over the 
counters the same as other classes of money. 
The effect of this is to practically place the 
gold reserve among the available treasury 
cash assets. As a result the gold balance has 
been somewhat reduced, being yee be- 
low $100,000,000. The net Treasury ance 18 
$11,750, Receipts continue light and ex- 
penditures heavy, so that before the month 
of August expires the Treasury lance and 
— gold balance will both de probably lower 

than now. 


FINANCIAL DEPRESSION AND SINGLE TAX. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 21.—To the quest ion. In 
how far would single tax help to prevent a 
financial depression like that now agitating 
the financial world?’* Henry George last night 
replied: 

„Single tax would prevent it entirely by 
preventing the conditions which engender 
depression. Theonly sufficient explanation 
of periodical depression is that by a natural 
law all advance and improvement add to the 
value of land, or, in other words, increase 
economic rent. Therefore, under conditions 
in which we allow the owners of land to take 
this result of general growth for themselves 
the advance is Ciscounted by s on. 

Land is held from use, and held at a 
higher price than it will d at present in 
the expectation of a fa increase. The 
advance in land values finally reaches a 
point at which labor and capital cannot 
profitably engage in production. There is a 
checking of which, on the other side, is a 
checking of the demand for commodities and 
services. Finally comes something which 
acts as a shock to the credit and the fictitious 
values that have been created 1 — The 
machinery of production and exchange is 
thrown into confusion and. panic ensues. 
During the period of hard times that follows, 
rent falis, production again moves forward, 
land booms begin and eventually the same 
condition of things is repeated.’’

REPEAL BILL. 


Members of the House Still Spout- 
ing and Wasting Time. 


| Synopsis of Mr. Morrill’s Speech De- 
livered in the Senate. 


CARLISLE’S LETTER TO VOORHEES CRE- 
ATING MUCH DISCUSSION. 


His Formidable Showing on the Cost of 
Recoinage Should the Silver Ratio Be 
Changed Causing Naur to Waver and 
Emberrassing Members Who Have 
Speeches Already Prepared on the 
Silver Question — Announcement by 
Crisp of House Committees and Chair- 
manships—Gossip. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 21.—The debate was 
opened in the House by Mr. Powers (Rep.) 
of Vermont, for repeal. The purchasing 
clause should be repealed unconditionally, 
he said, because it was vicious and danger- 


ous in application. 
Mr. Hooker (Dem.) of Mississippi spoke 


against repeal, believing that norelief would 
come to the country from it. The 
President said that the depression came 
from a lack of confidence. The lack 
of confidence was not in the great masses of 
the people, butin the great money institu- 
tions that were locking up the currency, of 
the country. 

After the announcement of the Committee 
on Appointments, on motion of Mr. Bland 
Saturday next was set apart for general de- 
bate instead of five minute debates on the re- 


peal bill. 


IN THE SENATE. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 21.—In the Sen- 
ate this morning numerous bills which had 
been introduced and were pending in the 
last Congress were reintroduced and referred 


to committees. 

A substitute for the national bank currency 
Dill was offered by Mr. Petter (Pop.) of Kan- 
say proposing the issue of $250,000,000 of 
Treasury notes to be deposited in the Treas- 
ury and to be available as cash. 

A resolution was offered by Mr. Chandler 
(Rep.) of New Hampsbire declaring that 
there was no lawful election of United States 
fenators in Kansas when Mr. Martin was de- 
cla red elected; also one looking to the open- 
ing ofa coast line of water-ways. These 
were referred to committees. 

Mr. Morrill (Rep.) asked and obtained in- 


definite leave of absence after to-day on 
account of ill health. He then addressed 
the Senate in favor of the bill reported from 
the Finance Committee last Friday to dis- 
continue the purchase of silver bullion. 

Mr. Morrill said he did not yet abandon all 
hope of bimetallism and that therefore he 
should gladly vote for the re lot so much 
of the act of 1890 as required the purchase of 
sliver. Ithad not originally received any 
favor froui him and the wide distrust which 
it had excited should be speedily removed. 
After its repeal the country would not be 
dependent spor gold alone for currency, as 
there would much more of silver than of 
pore and more of paper currency than ever 

fore, and as the silver dollar would 
not be Gdemonetized, whenever more 
sitver could be coined and utilized without 
crowding gold to a premium,it would be done 
by universal consent; the Treasury should be 
relieved from its embarrassment of furnish- 
ing gold to pay for silver bullion. To main- 
tain silver, with the existing standard ona 
— with Falle while increasing the public 
debt by the daily purchase of over five tons 
of silver bullion, the Treasury motes for the 
payment of which were practically redeem- 
able in gold, was practically too heavya 
task; the administration had acted wisely in 
appealing to Congress. As to the decla- 
ration of the silver mine owners that 
they would not consent to the repeai of the 
act of 1890 withouta satisfactory substitute, 
he said that the only satisfactory substitute 
indicated by them—free colnage—was the 
very measure most feared by the country, 
as it would bring with n the single silver 
standard. The coin would then de legal 
tencer, but would be by no means a measure 
of value. No man outside of an insane 
asyium would receive the silver coins of 
Mexico, India or Peru for more than their 
weight value in bullion. 

After quoting a statement of the great 
diminution in the cost of producing silver of 
late years, Mr. Morrill said that, beyond 
doubt, that cheaper cost had had the natural 
effect of reducing the value of silver, and 
that if, by any means, the product was now 
to be considerably increased, an equal on 

ater reduction in value would follow. 

here has been, be said, from i878 to 1893, 
some 420,000,000 silver dollars coined, with a 
difference between their face value and their 
present market value of 11786. 000, 000 — 
a depreciation of over 0 per cent. 
The stock of bullion and silver 
dollars now on hand, if placed in the hands 
of a receiver, would extibit a melancholy 
loss. ‘ihe delusive efforts made by all the 
power and prestige of the National Govern- 
meut to enhance the value of silver showed 
that the universal law of supply and demand 
was still invincible,and could not be set aside 
even by the dynamics of legal tender laws. 
Every milestone along the dreary track of 
those unsuccessful experiments marked a 
step Gownward ia the depreciation of silver. 
Foreign nations would not be rsuaded to 
adopt any measure of relief in favor of silver 
by the fact that it might afford some relief 
to the United States; but they would 
do much for their own relief. America could 
be a competitor with the great powers of 
Europe for gold and by far one of the 
strongest competitors, as it was a producer 
Of gold as well as of silver and would use 
both only for all tue beatitudes of peace and 
for prosperous commerce.

Vote on Admission of ‘Senators—Seesion 
May Close About Sept. 15—Gieanings. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 21.—Inasmuch as 
the vote is tobe taken this evening on the 
admission of Senators appointed py the Gov- 
ernors of States, afterthe Legislatures have 
failed to elect, it is not probable that much, 
if any, progress will be made on the dim to 
allow national banks to increase their circu- 
lation. 

An impression is growing about the Capi- 
tol that the present extraordinary session of 
Congress may come to an end about the mid- 
dle of September. This appears to be based 
on confidence in the possibilities of a com- 
promise being entered into within that 
period upon the financial question. Nearly 
allthe important legislation accomplished 
in recent years bas been the result of com- 
promise and the outcome of conference com- 
mittees. ‘Ihe persons who bold to the 
opinion that adjournment is possible next 
month say that Mr. Vest’s proposition to 
provide for free coinage Of silver at a ratio of 
20 to 1 will be passed by the Senate and ulti- 
mately will become a rt of the 
bill for unconditional repeal, which, it 18 
expected, will be passed by the House. The 
likelihood oi a veto by the President of such 
a measure has been discounted by the believ- 
ers in the reported earlyadjournment. They 
argue that it would be impossible to rally a 
two-thirds vote in either House to pass it 
over his veto, andthat nothing could be ac- 
complished, so far as the financial situation 
is concerned, by Congress remaining in ses- 
sion after such a veto wasreceived. The 
more experienced watchers of political 
events place no confidence in these early ad - 
journment theories.

RIOT IN 


ROME. 


Attempt by a Mob to Burn the 
French Embassy. 


International Complications Growing 
Out of Labor Troubles. 


THE FIGHT AT AIGUES-MORTES LEADS 
TO GRAVE RESULTS. 


Rioting in Many Provincial Cities of Italy 
Popular Resentment Against the 
French—Uprisings Only Quelled by the 
Free Use of Foldiers’ Sabers—Returns 
From the Elections in France—Events 
in Europe. 


ROME, Aug. 21.—The trouble growing out of 
fighting between French and Italian work- 
ingmeu employed at the Salt Works at 
Aigues Mortes, France, threatensto involve 
grave international complications. It is not 
in Rome alone thatthe popular indignation 
at what the Italiaus considera gross breach 
of international comity is finding vent in 
demonst rations that are evidently intended 
to coerce the Government into demanding 
an apology from France forthe attack upon 
Italians and the payment ofan indemnity to 
compensate the families of those Italians 
who were killed. Riots directed against 
Frenchmen have occurred in many of the 
provincial towns, and the situation is con- 
sidered exceedingly grave. ' 

The most serious outbreak of popular feel- 
ing against the French occurred in this city 
late last night, when a hooting mob attempt- 
ed to burn the French Embassy. Some of 
the rioters carried cans of petroleum and did 
not hesitate to openly declare that it was 
their intention to use it to destroy the Em- 
bassy. 

The authorities, however, had anticipated 
thatan attack might be attempted onthe 
Em dassy and a strong force of troops was de- 
ta lled to guard the building. The rioters, 
however, attempted to carry out their 
threats to burn the Embassy, notwithstand- 
ing the presence of the soldiers. They 
were ordered to disperse. but re- 
fused to do so, whereupon the sol- 
diers charged upon them. The 
mod held their ground for a time, and 
fought stubbornly. It wasnot until several 
charges upon them were made that they 
were forced to retreat, fighting all of the 
time. Forty-five of the ‘rioters were ar- 
rested. Manyofthe mob who were atthe 
fore-front of the fighting were wounded by 
sa bers that the soldiers used unsparingiy. 

The rioting in the provincial towns was 
only quelled by the use of troops, tne police 
being powerless to handle the mob. 
Further developments are anxiously 
awaited. 

In the riots at the Salt Works of. Aignes- 
Mortes, which furnished the cause of the 
present inflamed condition of the people, at 
least twenty Italians were killedand a large 


number wounded. The Seung occurred on 
the l7thinst. Considerable salt is produced 
in Algues-Mortes, and the works employed 
many men,some of whom were Italians. 
These Italians were working for wages con- 
siderably lower than those demanded by and 
paid to the Frenchmen: @6mipteved at the 
works, The latter feared: it would be 
only a question of time Went woula be 
replaced by Italians, and much ‘Dad feeling 
was engendered between the two national- 


ities. .

countrymen. The crowd, numbering 500, 
carried every kind of weapons, from — 
a xes to flrearms. There were fri htful hand 
to hand fights in the streets. Afterward 500 
Italians barricaded themselves on a farm. 
They were besieged forthwith by the French 
and a regular battle followed. henever an 
Italian escaped he was hunted like a rat to 
his death. 

The town of Algues-Mortes has a population 
of some 4,000, and is connected with the sea 
by four canals some three and and a half 
miles distant. It is surrounded by salt ponds 
and marshes. 


FRENCH ELECTIONS. 


The Returns From 510 Electoral Districts 
Have Been Received. 

PARIS, Aug. 21., 1 p. m.—The result of yes- 
terday’s balloting for members of the Cham- 
ber of Deputies in 455 electoral districts is 
now known. The returns show the election 
of 267 Republicans of all kinds, 12 Conserva- 
teurs Rallies (the name given the Conserva- 
tives who have accepted the Republic) and 37 
Royalists. , 

An absolute majority of the votes cast and 
at least one-quarter of the number on the 
voting register must be obtained to secure 
election. In 189 districts none of the candl- 
dates secured the requisite numberof votes 
and consequently bye elections will have been 
held in these districts. These elections will 
be held after an interval of seven days from 
the general election. 

In the district Gers, that M. Paul de Cas- 
sagnac has represented since 1876, and in 
which he stood for re-election yesterday, a 
redallot is necessary. 

The figures thus far received show that the 
Royulists have lost twenty-eight seats. 

2°30 p. m.—The Chamber of Deputies con- 
sists of 684 members,of whom Algeria returns 
six ana the various French coloniesten. Up 
to this bour returns have been received from 
510 districts. These returns show the elec- 
tion of 809 Republicans, 14 Conservateurs 
Rallies and 44 Conservatives. Reballots will 
be necessary in 148 districts. 

Thus far the figures show that the Repub- 
cans have gained forty-six seats and not lost 
one.

There could 
not be a more disgraceful exhibition of 
Democracy run to demogogism than the 
spectacle of a mob surrounding the Capitol 
and demanding special legislation except, 
perhaps, a lobby trying to secure it through 
corrupt means. If every interest feels 
called upon to rush to Washington to bull- 
doze or influence Congressmen into giving 
it particular favors or protecting it by 
legislation, free and just Government at 
Washington will soon become a howling 
farce. Congress should be as free as possi- 
ble from all special influences. If mem- 
bers of Congress cannot or will not give 
the country wise and just legislation there 
is a way to reach them without mob or 
lobby. The ballot box is the safeguard 
of all good citizens. The cry of on to 
Washington embodies the height of folly 
and a menace to republican institutions. 


ORGANIZE FOR RELIEF. 


Passing by the wild howl intended to 
fire the popular heart to political revolu- 
tion or worse, the proclamation issued by 
the Populist Convention at Sylvan Beach 
contains a kernel of wisdom in the appeal 
to the farmers for help for the unemployed 
and for the organization of relief commit- 
tees to supply bread to those deprived of 
means of support by the depression of 
business. 

An appeal of this kind lies not only to 
the farmers, but to well-to-do people in 
every walk of life and especially the peo- 
ple of the cities. The clouds are lifting in 
the industrial and commercial world, but 
with the quickest possible recovery it will 
be some time before the effects of the scare 
can pass away and wonted activity in all 
branches of industry be resumed. 

Meanwhile, thousands of men are out of 
employment and they and their families 
are dependent upon charity for support. 
The interviews published in yesterday’s 
SuNDAY Post-DisrpatcH with those in 
charge of charitable institutions and best 
posted with regard to the condition of the 
poor indicate a vast increase in the demand 
foraid, which is likely to continue for 
several months. 

An emergency exists. A condition has 
arisen which must be met. The majority 
of those who are suffering for food are not 
responsible fof their misfortunes. They 
are hopest and law-abiding and want to 
remain so. But their distress is the op- 
portunity of the vicious elements and the 
unscrupulous and revolutionary agitators. 
Anarchistic orators are on, the stump and 
the country is flooded with appeals to class 
hatreds and popular passions. 

The tendency of the idle is to flock to the 
cities. New York’s experience shows how 
easy it is to start disturbances in a host of 
distressed people. Other cities must ex- 
pect similar situations. It is better to 
meet the emergbney with courage, pru- 
dence and energy. It is better to keep the 
unfortunate in the way of honesty and 
peace by supplying their necessities than 
to let hunger drive them to riotous vio- 
lence and make them the tools ot dema- 
gogues. It is better to feed the starving 
than to be compelled to shoot them to 
protect the lives and property of others. 

Work is better than charity, but until 
work can be provided charity must come 
to the rescue. Those who have should 
help those who have not. Instead of stu- 
pidly snccumbing to the situation, we 
should conquer it. The unemployed 
should be supplied with work when possi- 
ble and food and shelter when necessary. 
This can only be properly done through 
organized methods of relief. Citizens 
should form emergency organizations and 
avert the danger of suffering and disorder 
by intelligent and patriotic action.

A CONTRAST. 


Congressman Pence of Colorado quoted 

some significant statistics during the de- 
bate last week which illustrate the vices 
of the legislation of the past twenty-five 
years. 
From 1880 to 1890 Massachusetts gained 
in wealth $569,000,000, while the States of 
Nebraska, Iowa, Illinois, Indiana, Louis- 
lana, Mississippi, Alabama, Georgie and 
North Carolina, with ‘‘fifty-eight times 
as many acres as Massachusetts, fourteen 
times as many people to start with in 1880 
and twice as much assessed value,’’ 
gained but $559,000,000, or $10,000,000 less 
than the Bay State, 

The figures are from Mr. Porter’s census, 
which will not be suspected of partiality to 
the West. They are very suggestive and 
ought to be studied. 

No one will contend that the people of 
Massachusetts are more thrifty, industri- 
ous or intelligent than the inhabitants of 
the nine States named, many of whom are 
of good New England stock. Noone will 
pretend that the people of Iowa, Llinois 
and Nebraska are not fully the 
equals of the New England work- 
ers in all the faculties which go to 
produce prosperity nor can it be said that 
Alabama, Louisiana and the other South- 
ern States are lacking inthe qualities of 
maniiness. The cause of this unequal die- 
tribution of prosperity isnot in nature 
but in the vicious legisiation which con- 
ters upon one section the privilege to levy 
tribute upon another. The enormous in- 
crease of wealth In Massachusetts was not 


all earned there, Much, perhaps most of

But for this precaution the camp 
would have been overrun by people who did 
not deserve assistance, as has been the case 
in 80 many enterprises of the kind, and 
money and time would have been wasted 
that were sorely needed by deserving inva- 
lids.

The Question Now Agitating Him Is, Can 
He Be Held Responsible for the Loss? 
—The Department Is Inclined to Think 
He Must Make It Good-—Failures and 
Business Troubles. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 21.—A peculiar 
Proposition has been brought to the atten- 
tion of the Post-office and Treasury Depart- 
ments by Postmaster Thompson of Indian; 
a polis, Ind., invoiving a technicality in the 
laws of both departments, the disposition of 


interest, : 

When the Indianapolis National Bank 
failed and passed into the hands of a Re- 
celver a few weeks ago, Postmaster Thomp- 
son had a deposit in that institution of about 
$3,500 belonging to his office, and the object 
of Mr. Thompson’s visit to this city is to as- 
certain whether there is any process by 
which he, as a Federal officeholder, may 
be able to secure relief which, under the 
law, is not extended to ordinary depositors 
in suspended banks. 

The regulations of the Post-office Depart- 
ment require postmasters to deposit their 
funds with United States depositories, if 
there be such an institution in the city in 
which the post-office is located. Under 
these regulations, therefore, Mr. Thompson, 
was deprived ot the option of selecting his 
official bank of deposit and was required to 
intrust his official funds to a bank designated 
by the Treasury Department forthe deposit 
of all moneys coming 
Federal officers in Indianapolis. At the 
Post-office Department, Mr. Thompson was 
informed that the department had no means 
of covering such misfortunes, nor could the 
Comptroller of the Currency, Mr. Eckels, 
when the matter was laid before him, sug- 
test any remedial measures. Mr. Thomp- 
son, was, therefore, advised by officials of 
both departments that his only course for 
relief was in an appeal to Congress, and not 
much encouragement was given the unfort- 
unate Postmaster in such a disposition of 
his appeal. 

A process, however, has been suggested by 
which Mr. Thompson may be protected, al- 
thongh the idea carries with it grave misap- 
prehensions as to its ultimate success. Every 
bank designated as a United States depos- 
itory is compelled by law to deposit with the 
Treasurer of the United States bonds to se- 
cure all Government deposits. Upon the 
failure ofa United States depository and the 
commencement of the liquidation in the 
hands of a receiver, the Treasury Depart- 
ment advertises for sale the bonds deposited 
by that bank and they are disposed of under 
certain regulations to the highest bidder. 
From the proceeds of such sale the depart- 
ment deducts the amount of the Government 
deposits and remits the balance tothe defunct 
bank. The Indianapolis bank having 4 per 
cent bonds on depost to secure its federal 
liabilities, the proceeds of the sale of 
bonds will in all probability be more than 
sufficient to cover the Government deposits. 
It has been suggested that Postmaster 
Thompson’s $3,500 can be deducted from the 
premium received by the Treasury Depart- 
ment when the bonds are sold. Whetner, 
however, Claims of this character are strictly 
valid ander the circumstances appears to be 
a question as yet unsettled. It is argued 
that if the officers of the Indianapolis bank 
see fit to contest the authority of the Treas- 
ury Department in deducting Mr. Thomp- 
son’s funds, the deduction will not be made 
and Mr. Thompson’s only chance for relie 
will be an appeal to Congress. As the mat- 
ter stands to-day Postmaster Thompson’s 
account is treated as is any individual ac- 
count in the bank.

BANKS CAN NOT FURNISH THEM WITH 
ENOUGH CASH TO OPERATE. 


Big Speculators Like M. F. Dwyer and 
“Pittsburg Phil” Have Cut Down 


Their Betting 90 Per Cent.—A Fatal 
Base Ball Accident—Cycling Chat— 
Sporting News of All Sorts. 


New Yorx, Aug. 21.—Bookmakers doing 
business at the Monmouth Park and Clifton 
tracks are having a lot of trouble in getting 
currency with which to carry on their busi- 
ness. Theirs is essentially acash business, 
and even certified checks do not go at the 
racetracks. Bookmakers will only accept 
cash,and they have a lot of patrons who 
want cash in payment of bets they have 


won. 

The closing of the Madison Square Bank 
was a blow to a number of these men, who 
had their accounts there, and that accounts 
for the non-appearance of some on the stands 
they have been in the habit of occupying. 
But the closing of that bank affected but few. 
The scarcity of currency affects every one of 
them. Italso affects the big betters in the 
ring, who do business on a cash basis. Some 
of these men who have been in the habit of 
betting thousands of dollars in the course of 
an afternoon now bet but hundreds. A 
scarcity of currency has as much to do 
with this as does the ‘‘crooked’’ racing. 
This is notably the caase with a man 
like M. F. Dwyer, who has been 
known to det more than $50,000 in 
an afternoon. Mr. Dwyer is one of the few 
men ho do heavy betting on credit, meet- 
ing the credits on the morning after the bets 
are made. He always settles in cash and ex- 
pects to be paid in cash. Inability to get the 


cause of the dwindling of Mr. Dwyer’s oper- 
The amount of ready 
money he has deen in the habit of using 18 
He simply cannot get what he 
wants to carry on his operations on his old 
time scale, The premium he would have to 
pay for cash would eat into the possible 
profits of his operations so very largely that 
he could not afford to pay them. 

**Pittsburg Phil’’ is another heavy opera- 
tor who has hada lot of trouble in getting 
ready cash with which tocarry on his betting 
campaign. He paid $440 premium on $10,000 
that he got from his banker the other day. 
In several cases he has asked for 
sums ranging from $10,000 upward and 
has been forced to accept a far less 
amount, even though willing to pay a pre- 
mium for cash. There is hardly a bookmaker 
doing a heavy business at the track but has 
to pay large premiums, sometimes as high as 
5 per cent,for the cash that he has been com- 
pelled to get to carry on his bnsiness. They 
are all complaining, and many of them insist 
upon it that they are being made the subjects 
of special **persecution’’ from the banks 


while tryifig te get cash. 

Wall stréét speculators in ready money 
have found some of their best customers 
among the men who play the races. They 
are a class with whom it is specially true 
that easy come, easy go“ applies. They 
think that they see some good thing’’ ina 
race to be run and they need the cash to take 
advantage ofit. Sothey have paid the pre- 
mium willingly rather than have the chance 
to win money on the races escape them. 

One well-known bookmaker, who would 
have been making a book at the Monmouth 
Park track last week, did not do s0, ashe 
could get from his bank but $2,000, instead of 
the $10,000 that he had asked for. He found 
that after paying for the privilege of his 
stand he would havea cash capital of but a 
trine over $1,000t6 work on, and as that is too 
littie he has been idle two weeks and says he 
will remain gountil the financial stringency 
is passed. There is not money enough in 
bookmaking, especially as the horses are 
running at Monmouth, to warran a man 
gxoing on unless he has a cash capital of 510, 
000 at least to meet possible losses. To get 
that sum in the present state of the money 
market would cost more than the risk is 
worth. 

The condition of the money market and in- 
ability to get cash is the reason given by sev- 
eral other bookmakers, who have not been 
on their stands for a couple of weeks past. 
They cannot get the money from their banks 
and will not try and do business on other 
than a cash basis. 

The amount of gold that is seen at the 
tracks is surprising tothe men who handle 
the cash. They do not likeit, and holders of 
winning tickets will have totakeit. Book- 
maxers nd it too unwieldy to handle and 
prefer the notes. 

TRACK AND STABLE GOSSIP.
